EIGHTEEN people have been 
arrested in a year-long 
operation to crack down on 
crime on the Barnfield Estate. A 
series of sweeps since August 
last year has targeted drug and 
gang related crime, reducing 
the number of reported crimes 
from the Woolwich estate. 

The operation was led by a 
revamped Shooters Hill Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team to 
improve the quality of life for 
residents in the area. 

Officers conducted daily high 
visibility patrols which 
encouraged residents to come 
forward with information. 

There were also monthly 
weapons sweeps which saw the 
recovery of numerous weapons, 
including firearms that were 
discovered in cupboards. 

In one incident patrol officers 
were notified that a large 
supply of drugs had been 
delivered to the estate. The 
team immediately attended the 
location and recovered cannabis 
with a street value of £5,000. 
Police were also informed that 
the top floor of Turton House 
was being used in the supply of 
drugs. Officers arrived at the 
scene and arrested five men 
who were found to be in 
possession of 30 wraps of class 
A drugs and over £700 in cash.

IF you’re a parent, 
you’ll know that 
getting your 
children ready for 
the new school 
year is a busy time 
- what with buying 
new shoes, 
organising 
uniforms and 
making sure that 
they get to school 
on time. 

So it’s not 
surprising that 
ensuring your 
children have had 
their MMR 
vaccination 
sometimes gets 
forgotten or 
pushed back in the 
rush to get things 
sorted for the first 
day of term. 

If it’s something 
that you as a 
parent haven’t got 
round to yet, don’t 
worry. It’s never 
too late to arrange 
for your child to 
have the MMR 
vaccination. It is 
given in two doses 
at separate 
appointments, and 
children can have 
the jab at any age. 
All you need to do 
is make an 
appointment at 
your GP surgery. 
Having your child 
vaccinated is very 
important if he or 
she is old enough 
to go to school. 

The three illnesses 
against which the 
MMR vaccination 
protects children 
are measles, 
mumps and 
rubella, and these 
can spread very 
quickly when 
children mix 
together at school. 
In fact, the number 


of new cases of 
measles in South 
East London has 
risen during the 
past few months, 
with school-aged 
children being 
most affected. 
Protecting 
children against 
measles is 
particularly 
important 
because, in the 
worst cases, the 
illness can kill. 

But we shouldn’t 
forget that mumps 
and rubella (which 
is also called 
German measles) 
can have an impact 
on children which 
can carry on into 
their adult lives. 
Rubella can cause 
disabilities in 
unborn babies, so 
it’s important for 
girls to have the 
MMR vaccination 
to protect them for 
when they become 
mothers in later 
life. 

And boys too 
should be 
vaccinated, 
because mumps 
can reduce fertility 
when they are 
older. 

So if you’re a 
parent and you 
have a child who 
hasn’t been 
vaccinated yet, 
give your GP a call.

A BROTHEL has been 
closed down following a 
joint enterprise between the 
police in Greenwich and the 
local community.

One caution was issued and 
the venue has been 
permanently closed down.

Neighbourhoods team, said: 
“This was a good result and 
I would like to thank those 


in the local community who 
provided us with 
information about the 
premises. 

“We are committed to 
reducing criminal activity 
throughout the ward and 
will continue to work with 
locals in order to achieve 
this.”

George used his 

connections to get hold of a 
scaffolding tower for free 
from Mansell Construction 
Partnership Housing. It 
enabled intrepid decorators 
like Dave Bailey, the porter at 
Glyndon Community Centre 
in Raglan Road, to reach the 
30-feet-high ceiling! 

At one time, three 

Coldharbour generations 


were painting shoulder-to- 
shoulder. The hall’s caretaker 
Elaine Jennings brought in 
husband Dave and 19-year- 
old son Ashley, as well as her 
74-year-old mum, Jean. 

Meanwhile, a Coldharbour 
neighbour, Michelle Wager, 
was wielding a brush, 
alongside retired Greenwich 
Council driver’s mate 
George Bird and his wife, 
Frances, who have lived on 
the estate for 26 years. 

Pauline Tester, who cooks 
for an older people’s group at 
the centre, volunteered to do 
any necessary repairs to the 
big beige curtains before 
they went back up. 

The team thanked all the 
groups who regularly use 
the hall for bearing with 
them, and reckoned that, 
now there’s a national 
smoking ban, the magnolia 
and peppermint-green 
facelift will last a whole lot 
longer!

High five day for arts & crafts club 


THE Open Gateway Arts and 
Crafts Club in West 
Thamesmead is going from 
strength to strength as it 
celebrates its 5th birthday. 

It began when Rachel Boxall 
moved to West Thamesmead and 
found herself not knowing 
anyone and with little to do. She 
told GT: “It was when I met a few 
women in the neighbourhood 
who shared my love of arts and 
crafts. I invited them back to my 
home to share our card-making 
skills. 

“Four women came every week 
for a cup of tea and we created 
cards together - it was then that 
the Open Gateway Craft club 
was born. It’s a great way to 
make friends and spend time 
enjoying crafty hobbies.” 

Now the club has over 25 
members and meets three times 
a week. The club operates on a 
donation basis and a 
contribution is made for each 
session attended. 


Rachel said: “The money from 
contributions is used to 
replenish basic craft materials 
for the sessions. But one day we 
decided that our creative 
enthusiasm could serve a larger 
purpose by selling the cards and 
crafts to raise funds for 
charitable causes. 

“All proceeds from sales have 
gone to the Greenwich and 
Bexley Cottage Hospice and 
proceeds from our Christmas 
sales have supported the good 
works of St Mungos.” 

Over the past five years, the 
club has donated over £4,000 and 
they hope to raise even more 
funds.

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Cows come homo! 


Uni boffins’ fake cow breakthrough 
beats the killer tsetse fly in Africa

A RESEARCH break- 
through at the University of 
Greenwich involving an 
artificial cow has been 
named as one of the ten 
most important discoveries 
in a UK university over the 
past 60 years. 

A poll of UK academics has 
recognised the university’s work 
on controlling the tsetse fly in 
Africa, which is helping to 
combat the fatal disease, sleeping 
sickness. 

Researchers invented a novel 
artificial cow which attracts and 
kills the tsetse fly. It was voted as 
the eighth most important 
breakthrough in a list of 
innovations pioneered in UK 
higher education. 

Professor Steve Torr, a world 
expert in the control of tsetse 
flies and a member of the 



research team, said: “Tsetse- 
transmitted diseases are a 
dreadful problem in Africa, 
killing 30,000 people and two 
million cattle every year. 

“I am thrilled that this 
research, which tackles a 
really important issue in the 
developing world, has been 
recognised. Now, with funding 
from the Bill & Melinda Gates 
Foundation, we are working 
in Central and West Africa to 
develop artificial baits to 
control tsetse there.” 


The team that developed the 
artificial cow included 
visiting Professor Glyn Vale, 
who led the field work in 
Africa, and Professor David 
Hall, who led the work of 
chemists who developed the 
blend of odours that tsetse 
flies mistake for the smell of a 
real cow. 

The Greenwich team has also 
used a form of DNA 
fingerprinting to study the 
feeding habits of tsetse as they 
feed on real cows. This helped 


knowing how and when to spray 
and treat cattle with insecticides. 

The combined use of real 
and artificial cows is being 
used to control tsetse in 
countries including Uganda, 
Ethiopia, Kenya, South Africa, 
Tanzania and Zimbabwe. 

Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Greenwich, 
Baroness Blackstone, said: 
“This is marvellous news and 
a great tribute to the work of 
Greenwich scientists over 
many years.”

Free guided walks to Olympic sites on offer 



PEOPLE will be able to see how easy 
it is to walk to the London 2012 
Olympic Games at a weekend of free 
guided walks. 

Londoners are invited to explore the 
city on a series of more than 50 autumn 
ambles taking place over the weekend of 
September 25 and 26.

Don't miss out on baby benefits 


PREGNANT women and new 
mums may be able to claim a 
range of benefits to 
help them meet the costs of a 
new baby. 

The extra help is available 
depending on your 
circumstances and you may 
be able to claim even if you 
are in work so it’s important 
to check so that you don’t 
miss out. 

The main benefit that people 
miss out on is the Sure Start 
Maternity Grant (SSMG), 
which is currently worth 
£500 for each baby. 

The rules will change in 
April 2011 and the grant will 


normally only be paid for the 
first child. You can get the 
grant if you or your partner 
gets one of the following: 

• Income Support 
•income-based Jobseeker’s 
Allowance 
•Pension Credit 
•Employment and Support 
Allowance (income-related) 
•Tax credits at more than 
the basic family rate 
(currently £20.93 a week). 
You can claim from 11 weeks 
before your baby is due or up 
to three months after the 
birth. 

•Contact Jobcentre Plus for 
a claim form on 0845 608 


8661 or visit direct.gov.uk for 
more information or to 
download the form. 
Remember to claim within 3 
months even if you are still 
waiting to hear about a first 
claim for benefits or tax 
credits. If you are refused a 
grant because your tax 
credits are too low - you may 
be able to re-apply after your 
tax credits have changed. 

A local mother contacted 
Greenwich Council’s Welfare 
Rights Team to check what 
help she could get as she was 
on maternity leave with her 
first baby. At first her SSMG 
claim was refused, but after 


more advice from the 
Welfare Rights team the £500 
was awarded.

V ISITORS and residents have a 
chance to experience the past, 
the present and the future 
when more than a dozen Greenwich 
landmarks open their doors to the 
public later this month. 

People can explore much-loved historic 
buildings and some of the borough’s 
fantastic new sites as part of an 
architectural showcase across the 
capital during the weekend of Saturday 
and Sunday September 18 and 19. 

It is all part of the Open House London 
weekend, when 27 sites in the borough 
can be viewed - absolutely free of 
charge. 

The open house welcome is part of an 
annual city-wide celebration with more 
than 700 buildings, places and 
neighbourhoods opening to the public. 
It’s the 18th Open House event and the 
theme this year is ‘Our buildings, our 
neighbourhoods, our city’. 

In Greenwich, it’s also a chance for 
locals to get an insight into major 
regeneration projects which are creating 
new homes, jobs and neighbourhoods 
for local people. 

The weekend’s highlights include: 

• Ravensbourne on Penrose Way on the 
Greenwich Peninsula. Opening at the 
end of September, the college features 


over interlinked floors around an 
impressive central atrium. It will house 
the latest technologies, an HD TV 
studio, and prototyping facilities. 
Architects will lead tours on both days. 

• The Woolwich Arsenal 
Visitors can learn more about the huge 
regeneration of the Woolwich Arsenal 
site during a guided walk on Saturday. 
The Arsenal site has many fine 
buildings dating from 1696 to the mid- 
19th century. Famous in the last century 
for its munitions factories and barracks, 


it is now undergoing a huge 
regeneration which, through a mixture 
of conversion, conservation and new- 
build, will result in a new 
neighbourhood. 

• The Altazimuth Pavilion - at the 
Royal Observatory in Greenwich Park. 
Normally closed to the public, the 
exterior of this charming 19th century 
dome features terracotta mouldings 
with the interior housing historic 
telescopes.

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There’ll also be walks and tours of 
Blackheath Park, where walkers can 
explore a three-quarter mile boulevard 
including several listed houses, and 
Eltham’s Progress Estate, specifically 
built to house munitions workers at 
Woolwich Arsenal.

Brookhill Children’s Centre in 
Brookhill Road, which is constructed 
from timber cassette panels and clad 
in a mixture of render and larch 
cladding. 

Charlton House in Charlton Road, 
which is London’s only surviving 
great Jacobean mansion. 

Dreadnought Library on the Maritime 
Greenwich Campus, formerly 
Dreadnought Seamen’s Hospital, now 
library and computer centre of the 
University of Greenwich. 

Greenwich Magistrates’ Court in 
Blackheath Road, which is a Grade II 
listed building with imposing Portland 
stone frontage. 


The Old Royal Naval College, with a 
wealth of historical atmosphere to 
experience. 

St Alfege Church, Church Street, 
Greenwich, a magnificent Baroque 
church with many original features. 

The Fan Museum on Crooms Hill, 
which is the only museum devoted to 
the art and craft of fans, and housed 
in carefully-restored Georgian town 
houses. 

The Tudor Barn and Gardens in Well 
Hall Pleasance, which is a 16 th 
Century restored barn set in grounds 
with a Medieval moat. 

Woolwich Town Hall in Wellington 
Street, which is a Baroque Edwardian 
building with a domed entrance hall 
and grand staircase. 


The Thames Barrier, where visitors 
can learn about the function, 
construction and future of the world’s 
second largest moveable flood barrier. 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for culture and the 
Olympics, said: “The weekend is an 



unrivalled opportunity for people to 
see where the past meets the future, 
and get a first-hand glimpse of the 
exciting regeneration projects 
underway in our borough. 

“Anyone with a keen sense of our 
history, or who wants an insight into 
what tomorrow is going to look like 
cannot afford to miss this weekend’s 
attractions.”

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

Fittingly for a label based in 
Detroit (the Motor Town from 
which the label’s name was 
taken) the whole operation 
ran like a finely tuned engine, 
with every person a well-oiled 
cog in the hit-making 
machine.

Holland wrote, arranged a 
produced a plethora of hits for 
the label as well as other great 
writers like Norman 
Whitfield, Barrett Strong, 
Gordy himself, and Smokey 
Robinson. 

It’s a far cry from today’s 
artistically clad offices and 
grandiose recording studios, 
and amazing to think that 
some of the greatest music of 
all time was coming out of 
this small, family run 
business in a tiny house in 
Detroit. But it was, and it’s the 
spirit and ethos of the label 
that made it so unique and so 
independent. Indie isn’t just 
about being small or slapdash 
or cool, it’s about the ethic and 
the spirit, and that comes 
through in the songs, they 
bleed soul, the heart pulsing 
in the rhythms and beats of 
every song they recorded. It’s 
why they still stand the test of 
time today.

The Killers’ ‘extended break’ leaves Brandon in the studio 


QUITE how Hollywood thinks 
it can possibly improve on the 
yfWrt'f Swedish film trilogy based on 
Stieg Larsson's best-selling 
books is beyond me. 

The Girl Who Played With Fire is 
second film of the trio and, despite the 
presence of subtitles and lack of major 
stars, audiences have been spellbound 
by the atmosphere, by the acting and 
by the seemingly effortless warmth, 
charm and sheer style of the Swedish 
whodunit. 

The first movie closes with our anti- 
heroine Lisbeth Salander (Noomi 
Rapace) holidaying in the Caribbean 
fresh from her successful, if 
unorthodox, collaboration with 
investigative journalist, Mikael 
Blomqvist (Michael Nyquist). The 
second movie opens with Lisbeth 
paying a nighttime visitto her cruel, 
sadistic guardian, Erik Bjurman (Peter 
Andersson). When BB is murdered, 
Lisbeth is implicated and subsequent 
murders seem to confirm the police's 
initialsuspicions. Friends that Lisbeth 
has either ignored orabandoned are, 
despite everything, convinced of her 
innocence and together start building 
a case that leads them deep into a 
complex web of drugs, violence, 
prostitution and, most horrific of all, 
into Lisbeth's childhood. Deeply 
scarred by her experiences, Lisbeth 
takes refuge in herself becoming, in 
the process, utterly self- reliant. 
Rejecting the conventional, she is cold 
and without compassion, her body 
piercings and goth-like appearance 
further confirmation of her solitude. 
The movies, like the books, pull no 
punches. The action is direct and hard 
hitting, the atmosphere, taut and 
unrelenting. But even stronger is the 
acting. Noomi, so powerful in the first 
movie, takes anti-heroinism to 
another level and in so doing makes 
this movie her own. As a moth to a 
flame, she draws us in such that by the 
end of the movie, we like Mikael are 
moved to tears. 

Mikael provides her foil and their 
chemistry is strong underpinning the 
film. Where she is cold, he is warm; 
where she is footloose, he is 
committed. But like her, he refuses to 
give up and gradually, despite herself, 
she lets him in somehow convinced, 
albeit deep in her psyche, that his 
intentions are good. 

Director Daniel Alfredson prises some 
nice supporting roles from her former 
guardian Holger Palmgren (Per 
Oscarsson) and Mikael’s editor, Erika 
Berger (Lena Endre) and has the 
luxury of Stockholm and the beautiful 
Swedish countryside as his backdrop. 
My advice to Hollywood for its 
forthcoming, non-subtitled trilogy? 
Forget it. 

Verdict: 

Not to be missed. 9/10

Mightier than the sword 

It’s time to get back to the studies, and A/ex Brooks reports 
on the latest bit of kit to make student life that bit easier... 


IT’S nearly time for us lazy students to 
head back to our institutions of 
education, and whether you’re a proud 
parent looking to bundle your son or 
daughter off with the latest tools or 
you’re just a show-off, I’ve got 
the perfect thing to keep on 
top of the class. 

Using a laptop to make notes 
during a lecture is hopeless - 
within minutes you’re chatting 
to your friend on Facebook or 
harvesting your newest crop on 
Farmville - but the only alternative 1 
is a pen and paper. Yet pen and 
paper can’t be searched easily, and 
can’t be archived in a safe place, so 
the task of typing up the 
notes is left until after the 
lecture: a period of time 
when you’d much rather 
be drinking. 

Meet the Livescribe Echo, 
which, to the average eye 
is just a fat pen. But the 
unassuming object is 
actually a ‘smartpen’ with a simple but 
ingenious premise. Included with the 
Echo are two ink cartridges, two pen 
caps, a micro USB cable and 50 sheets of 
special paper. It is very simple really: 
the Echo records everything you write 
while at the same time recording the 
audio that is happening around you. The 
notes you write are written in real ink 
but on special paper covered with 
minuscule dots, this tells the pen where 
you are on the page and what you’re 


writing. 

The notes you have taken and 
the audio can then be 
pulled off 



The Livescribe Echo is, as you’d imagine, 
fairly expensive. The 8GB version is £180 
and will store 800 hours of recorded 
notes. On top of this you have to buy the 
special ink cartridges and paper, an A4 
notebook of the dotted paper is about 
£5, although you can print your own. 
Livescribe Echo is perfect for those who 
are easily distracted by a laptop but wish 
save time by having notes digitised 
instantly. Only problem now is you’ll 
a page full of hangman rather 
than polynomial equations.

the pen 
using a 
computer as 
either a PDF, audio file 
or a fancy thing called a 
pencast’ - an interactive movie of 
both the handwriting and audio. 

The Echo is roughly the size of a normal 
pen, but certainly heavier than your 
average ballpoint and quite a bit thicker, 
but it is certainly usable. It also has a 
small OLED display on the side to allow 
navigation but also interaction with 
some of the applications available for 
the smart pen. There are about 70 apps 
available for the Echo, some of which 
are quite expensive, but the Sudoku and 
hangman games are fun nonetheless.

It’s Six of 
the best 


THEfinalseries of Big 
j Brother has at last, drawn to 
a procrastinated close. And 
as a fare-thee-well gift, an 
‘Ultimate’ Big Brother house followed 
the climax of the standard fare, 
inhabited by a host of contestants from 
previous series providing an insight 
into what our favourite fame junkies 
have been doing since last they 
paraded around the Borehamwood 
installation. 

Afterthe confetti cannons had been put 
away and the last of Davina’s fake eye 
lashes had been stripped off, the only 
remaining question was ‘What now for 
these wretched souls?’ 

Of course many of those who have 
entered the haloed house have faded 
back to the obscurity from whence they 
came, while others have attained a 
modicum of further success chasing 
fame on the gossip pages. Few could 
claim to have gone on to enjoy as much 
notoriety, though, as Tom Six. Six may 
be an obscure name to many and he 
was not strictly a BB contestant. The 
Dutchman was the Endemol director of 
the very first (Dutch) series of BB, and 
responsible for everything that has 
followed. Obviously not quite satisfied 
with the nauseating legacy that his 
early worked forged, Six has re- 
emerged with one of the most 
anticipated cult movies of recent times: 
The Human Centipede. 

Although officially released in August, 
the preceding months sawthe film 
adorned byword of mouth phenomena 
akin to The Blair Witch Project or 
Cloverfield, garnering a substantial 
following on YouTube and Facebook. In 
the process the movie attracted various 
monikers that weren’t wholly flattering. 
However, much of this criticism has 
come from what the movie suggests 
rather than what the audience actually 
sees. In reality, the narrative is blended 
with a dark humour that gives the film a 
Cronenberg-esque surrealism. Despite 
the implications of the gastric 
conjoining of the three victims, it is in 
fact some of the stereotype cliches that 
are a greater cause of offense. In an 
attempt to extract meaning from the 
plot, Six uses World War 2 connotations 
throughout such as the insane German 
physician who gets handy with a 
scalpel. The use of Japanese and 
American victims as the subjects of the 
experiment further add to a WWII 
make-up, but in truth the interchanging 
between German, Japanese and 
Californian dialogue provides more 
farce than commentary on Nazi war 
crimes. 

As with any project of this nature, The 
Human Centipede was always going to 
attract fierce criticism with little basis 
on what the film actually contains. That 
said, it’s difficult not to be disturbed as 
the evil Doctor’s plans are laid bare, 
although it still has some way to go 
before it reaches the sickening depths 
of the previous horrorshow spawned by 
Six and his Endemol paymasters.

A SINGLE second half goal from 
Therry Racon, the quality of 
which illuminated this otherwise 
humdrum Cup-tie, proved 
enough for Charlton to beat 
Dagenham, who brought 
Redbridge along to help but were 
unable to make sheer weight of 
numbers tell, writes Kevin Nolan. 
A sometimes moody figure, 
Racon is also one of the best 
players on Charlton’s roster. 
Quick feet, positional awareness 
and snappy passing feature 
among the Guadeloupe 
midfielder’s qualities. 

A tendency to doze off in 
possession then blame non- 
existent fouls somewhat balance 
the books, not to mention a poor 
scoring record of four goals in 70 
Charlton games. When he does 
score, though, it’s a thing of 
beauty. 

The second half strike which 
blunted the Daggers certainly fits 
that bill. Receiving Matt Fry’s 
low cross slightly behind him, 
Racon used his left foot to 
skilfully kill the awkward ball, 
before swivelling sharply to drill 
a crisp drive past Chris 
Lewington and in off the base of 
the left post. 

His spontaneous delight was 
probably triggered, at least to 
some extent, by a sense of guilt 
that he should do it more often. 
Maybe he will now. 


Apart from Racon’s all-too-rare 
goal and a clean sheet for young 
Ross Worner, whose brilliant last 
minute save from Darren Currie 
spared the Addicks a potentially 
embarrassing penalty shoot-out, 
there wasn’t much else for 
Charlton to celebrate. 

A place in the second round of 
the JP Trophy hardly fires the 
blood but winning beats losing 
whatever the competition. And 
there’s always Wembley at the 
end of this one. 

It was vastly different, though, as 
recently as January 2001, when 
Premier League Charlton 
entertained Non-League 
Dagenham in the FA Cup at The 
Valley. The class gap has closed at 
such bewildering speed that these 
clubs met on even terms last 
Tuesday for the first time and the 
erstwhile bigshots again had their 
hands full with the Essex upstarts. 
Mind you, they did beat them, 
which is more than their 
illustrious predecessors managed 
10 years ago.

O’Flynn. Sercombe and 
Harley also sent shots fizzing 
narrowly wide as the 
bewildered visitors struggled 
to cope. 

During brief respite when 
the siege lifted, speedy Kyle 
Reid came closest to bucking 
the trend. Meeting Pavel 
Abbott’s cute cutback, the 
winger stung Paul Jones’ 
hands with a ferocious drive, 
before slicing the promising 
rebound in the direction of 
the corner flag. Duly 
encouraged, Reid’s 

speculative longshot from the 
left touchline forced a hastily 
contrived tip-over by the 
startled Jones. 

Still surprisingly in touch, 
Charlton improved after the 
break. Paul Benson headed 
Lee Martin’s fine cross 
awkwardly over the bar, then 
Alan McCormack ended a 
determined run by shooting 
dangerously wide, rare bright 
spots in an afternoon, over 
which 635 doughty traveller 


will be happy to draw a veil. 

They were beginning to 
think an undeserved point 
was on offer when Sercombe 
flashed another of his long- 
distance rockets narrowly 
wide. Then even that 
consolation was ripped from 
them. 

These clubs have journeyed 
over vastly different paths 
since Exeter entered the 
record book as Charlton's 
inaugural league opponents 
at The Valley on August 27, 
1921. The Addicks won that 
historic encounter 1-0, with 
Tommy Dowling 

distinguishing himself as 
their first bigtime goalscorer. 

Their subsequent fortunes 
diverged as Charlton rose like 
meteors, while Exeter 
languished in the lower 
reaches of English football 
and vanished off the SE7 
radar. 

That’s all changed now; the 
wheel has turned 
symmetrically full circle. 
After dropping briefly out of 
the league, City are back in 


the Third Division (yeah, 
right, League One, suit 
yourself) and duly settled the 
score for that dim, distant 
defeat. 

They’re Charlton's equals 
nowadays and good luck to 
them. But where’s a modern 
day version of Tommy 
Dowling when you need him? 
Or any forward who can put 
the ball in the net at least 
once in a while!

justification - that the nature of 
Charlton’s defeat at Exeter was 
cruel. 

Losing to an added time penalty has to 
be, after all, a bitter pill for any side to 
swallow. You’d be treading on quicksand, 
though, if you went so far as to imply 
that they were the victims of injustice. 

Far and away the better team, City 
won this untidy game much more 
easily than the slim scoreline 
suggests. Indeed, had outclassed 
Charlton bluffed their way 
successfully through six additional 
minutes, the Grecians would have 
cursed their carelessness in failing to 
convert overwhelming superiority into 
something more meaningful. As it 
was, they were staring frustration in 
the face when substitute Jamie 
Cureton abruptly changed their luck.

unfortunately, Miguel Llera made 
illegal contact with the busy striker, 
who was moving harmlessly away 
from goal but understandably made 
the most of it. 

Perfectly placed referee David

Not without irony, both Elliot and 
Llera had stood head and shoulders 
above their colleagues in keeping the 
Westcountrymen at bay for so long.
